The principla which 
united the masa.of the French peo- 
ple in resistance to the Dictator- 
ships of the . totalitarian Powera 
has been rudely shaken. The So- 
claliat and Communist workmen 
who obeyed ‘an few weeks ago the 
mobilisation orders with devotion’ 
and punctuality are no longer held 
to their duty by the theme of re- 
sistunce to foreign tyranny. They 
do not quite understand what high 
world-object they are now to toil 
for. :

If it Is merely to be an ap- 
Peasement of Nazi and Fascist 
dictators by concessions to their 
dematids and submission ty their 
wills, why should the hours of 
’ werk be lengthened? The sun 

shines on a fair land; leisure is 
sweet to the working masses. 
‘Undoubtedly science and ma- 
chinery could ¢o-day give an 
tasier and broader life for all, 
but for this external menace 
which. casts its shadow across so 
many lands. 

1s Nazi aggression to be resisted 
or ure the Western Democracios to 
sit by with folded hands and 
watch resignedly the formidable 
events which impend in the centre 
und East of Europe?’ We re- 
member the sardonic war-time 
joke about the optimist and the 
pessimist, The optimist was the 
man who did not mind what hap- 
pened. so long as it did not hap- 
pen to him. ‘The pessimist was 
the man wha lived with the opti- 
mist. Ig this then to‘describe our 
joint or respective futures? 

It is now known that during the 
late crisis, Herr Hitler concentrat- 
ed three-quarters of his armies 
aguinst Czechoslovakia, and left 
on the French frontier, to guard 
his uncompleted defences, a force 
fur inferior to the French Army. 
Everything we have learned of 
those days shows tho solid state 
and quality of the French Army. 
The sober confidence expressed in 
it by its Chiefs was confirmed by 
in the 


mobilisation, 


Although the German Army is 
growing stronger month by 
month and although Germany 
possesses double the man-pow- 
er of France, it must not be for- 
gotten that the French ‘reserves 
of trained soldiers are at present 
far larger than those of Ger- 
many. It is only three years 
since conscription was reintro- 
duced, in breach of Treuty en- 
gugemenis, throughout Ger- 
many. , 

There are therefore only three 
annual quotas of trained Reser- 
visls.: These quotas are no doubt 
numerically equal to five or six 
annual quotas of French Reser- 
vists. But France has twenty 
quotas of men who have been 
trained; and for all of these there 
are well-established and matured 
formations. Besides this, the short- 
age of officera in Germany is 
griovous and cannot speedily be 
repaired, . 

Either Herr Hitler must be a 
desperate gambler, or he. muat 
have felt pretty sure he would be 
let alone to work ‘his will on the 
Czech Republic.

HEN one has just passed 

through 4 most interesting, 
most touching and most unusual 
experience, it is often of interest 
to others to write down, before 
the passage of days has blotted 
out thelr freshness from the mem- 
ory, the many and varied incidents 
of those crowded hours. The 
story really begins when Fr. 
Ryan, Camp Administrator under 
the Hong Kong Emergency Re- 
fugee Committee, asked me to find 
some boys to go out to Fanling 
station to help to organise a new 
Refugee Camp there. : 
‘ Eventually, six boys and I set 
out from Wah Yan College short- 
ly after 9 am., having arranged 
With another batch to follow on a 
lorry, with biscuits and provi- 
sions, Inter in the day. 

We went out by car, and we had 
hardly passed Talpo Market, 
when the magnitude of the sad 
invasion began to appear. The 
refugees were not permitted to 
pass Taipo on the one road, and 
Tsuen Wan on the other, in their 
trek towarda Hong Kong. Once 
we reached Taipo Market, we 
found the roads black with peo- 
ple; old women carrying pigs or 
poultry on poles alung across their 
shoulders, Httle children laden 
with bundlea of clothes or bed- 
ding. irom Taipo to Fanling, 
there was a constant stream fice- 
ing for shelter from the terror be- 
yond the border. Along one 
straight piece of road, we counted 
over 100 persons within na few 
hundred yards; and this took no 
account at all of the many larger 
or smaller groups, ‘where people 
had stopped to rest for a while 
from their weary journey. ‘We 
passed thousands of people along 
that road. : 


When we arrived at the camp, 
the first task was to find the Gov- 
ernment overseer in charge of the 
construction work at the:.camp. 
“Look here, Father,” he said when 
we had found him, “the big. trou 
ble here so far is, that the people 
won't come int When they come 
and see the railway waggons, they 
just shake their heads and jog on 
further. They think that the 
whole thing is a ‘plant’; that what 
we want is to get them into the 
waggons, and then send them 
back into China! Could you get 
your boys to go out and round 
them up?” - 

The boys scattered, some going 
towards Sheung Shui, others (to- 
gether with some American Mary: 
knoll Fathers who had arrived) 
going back to where. the railway 
crossed the Taipo road. : 

Meanwhile, the sidé of the track 
was rapidly been turned from vir- 
gin-soil into a semblance of a kit- 
chen.. Holes were dug, rice-pans 
Placed over them, fires lit under 
the pans, and very ‘soon smoke 
and steam was rising from the 
midday meal. The refugees were 
drifting in, but very slowly; for 
one group which stayed and took 
shelter with us, there must have 
been ten that passed on, The in-

however, was filling up rapidly, 
and the prisoners there had also 
to be fed—and ravenously hungry 
most of the mon were!—from the 
same kitchen; actually, about 360 
prisoners and an equal number of 
refugees were given & meal as 
soon as the first boiling of rice 
and fish and vegetables was ready. 
After the meal waa over, there 
was time for a few words with 
some of our unhappy guests. One 
man had not eaten for three or 
four days, and was hardly able to 
walk with the help of a stick; an- 
other poor woman with throo 
grand little sons had had her hus- 
band killed and hor house burned, 
and had fallen‘in one fell after- 
noon from comfort to beggary and 
a futuro without hope. Another 
young woman from near Tamshul 
told me that the first enemy troops 
which passed through there were 
Japanese, and that they had done 
no harm; but that these men 
themselves, first-line troops, had 
warned the villagers against the 
soldiers who would follow them, 
Formosans and Koreans, and the 
warning had been no idle one. An- 
other group were from Tungkoon 
beyond Sheklung, and had come 
many days on foot; later, many 
others came in from the same di- 
rection, None of the refugees 
with whom I personally spoke had 
been wounded by the Japanese: 
none of the women whom I ques- 
tioned had been molested; in fact, 
only a few had actually seen Jap- 
anese ‘soldiers at all. All had 
fled precipitately at the mere ru- 
mour of their coming. Later, 
however, many groups came in 
with stories of houses burned and 
near relatives killed, 
‘Then word was brought that a 
lorry with blankets, which was to 
have come out to us, had been di- 
verted to Sheung Shui. The

We went first to the Peninsula 
Hotel, where we picked up a lond 
of blankets and. bedding; then 
went on to. take up a big: load of 
rice, stopping on the way to buy 
a few oddsa-nand-cnds, such as 
brushes, Chinese jnk and . pens, 
cloth for notices, etc. It was 
10.30 a.m, before we reached the 
camp. 


When we got there, we found 
the boys had done yeoman. service. 
They had moved all the stores 
from the waiting-room down to 
the wagons; had divided up the 
train into. sections, alloting one 
boy to-four Waggons; and were 
engaged in distributing biscuits 
to the poor people. 


Almost six hundred had slept 
in the camp the previous night; 
and all day long people kept com- 
ing in, until When wo left in the 
evening, we estimated that there 
were about 1600.

But it is now realised that 
ihe colohlat mandates were ori- 
vinully distributed in virtue of a 
decision of the Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers and that any change 
in tle system would have to be 
upproved by these Governments. 
Th's means that the consent of 
the. American Government 13 also 
necessary. This might have  ap-

The 
ugitation provoked in Germany by 
the hurd conditions of the Treaty 
of Versailles resulted in the 
fact that, in political discus- 
sivns, in prarticular-in national so- 
cialist campaigns, the magdate sy- 
stem has been represented merely 

as on subtle trick to disguise a 
veritable annexation of colonics 
and to defend it before public 
opinion. This {a not surprising in 
itself, But, in reality, it was, 
above all, President Wilson's carn- 
est desire to draw a visible dig- 
tinction between the carller forms 
of colonisation and this newer and 
more advanced form of tutclage. 
The result wos the system of co- 
lonial mandates, 

- Originally, colonies were not 
enly the legal property of the co- 
lonising powers, but were reserved 
for their exclusive exploitation, It 
ig interestingy to note that even 
countries accepting a democratic 
form of ‘constitution in the 19th 
century never dreamed of apply- 
ing the principles of democracy 
and of the rights of man to their 
colonial empire. This has only 
taken place very slowly and in the 
face of continuous obstacles in 
colonies where the white. race is 
mainly predominant. The sccession 
of the United States from the Bri- 
tivh mother country offers a typi- 
cal.example of such difficulties. 
England, as usual, was somewhat 
long in drawing the constitutional 
conclusions of thiy event, but has 
finally made goed hor delay. The 
present organisation of the British 
Empire a8 a commonwealth of 
equally independent ‘dominions is 
probably the final victory of the 


Britiah realisation of the con- 
sequences of the American war of 
independence. 


But the process’ in native co- 
lonies was quite different. Here it 
was a long time before the prin- 
ciples of humanity gained the 
overhand. But even if publie opin- 
ion suecceding in banning the cus- 
tomary atrocities, the principle 
that the native population was a 
subordinate race and thus obliged 
for all time to be governed by the 
great white race—the Europeans. 
has prevailed. Even in definitely 
democratic. countries, the  prin- 
eples of the free marriage of 
races and the accession of the pro- 
geny ‘o ddmin‘strative pests on an 
equal footing—as accepted in the 
Netherlands — have long been

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erlticised more or Iess openly, as 
is aldo that of equal citizenship, as}. 
‘granted by Franco to the black 
race. : 

It in precisely In this connection 
that the conception underlying tho 
mandate promises a fundamental 
transformation, The system in- 
vests the mandatory Power with a 
kind of tutelage over the native 
population, but this notion ‘of 
tutelage carries with it all the 
duties of a guardinn to his ward 
under the Inw of the civilised 
countries. Thene duties Include the 
gradual education of the nativa 
races, The point is nat to investi- 
vate how. much the mandatory 
Power has alrendy done inthis 
respect. But what is important is 
that the iden of the mandate in 
hased on the‘notion that a Buro- 
pean administrat.on may be neces- 
sary for a time, since without it 
the natural resourees of the -o- 
jonica cannot be developed and 


cannot therefore be pressed into]. 


the service of world trade, but 
that,-on the other hand, this ex- 
ploitation of natural wealth docs 
not deprive the inhabitants of a 
right to their land and their politi- 
cal and administrative indepen- 
dence shall be recognised of soon 
as they are ripe for it. 

This is the definite proof of the 
moral progress in colonial policy 
due to the initiation of the man- 
date system. The mandate recog- 
nises the biblical principle that 
God has created man according to 
his image and draws the conclu- 
sion that, notwithstanding the dif- 
ferenee of the various races, there 
is no division into governing and 
governed. The moral of the modern 
colonial mandate is in strict op- 
position to the principles of the 
racial theory which emerged in 
Kurope -towards the end of. the 
19th century and to-day forms the 
basis of the constitution of cor- 
tain States. 

Whether the near future will 
really see a transfer of the exist- 
ing colonial mandates to other 
powers is a purely political ques- 
tion which will be decided accord- 
ing to the interests of the coun- 
tries concerned and the general 
political situation, It would, how- 
ever, be extremely regrettable in 
the event of such a change, if the 
progressive conception of the co- 
lonial mandatcs were to disappear, 
This would imply the renuneia- 
tion of a considerable advance to- 
wards the ideals of a-veritable hu- 
manily. IL is not enough that the

S there w deck of cards around 
whose backs have 
design —- that is, 

so printed that when you hold 
the eard in one direction the de- 
sign is right side up, and when 
vou twist it around the design is 
upside down? ‘fo prepare for 
this puzzling trick, vou first yo 
through the entire pack cand ar- 
range othe cards so (that the 
designs are uniform miged; 
if the picture on the back is that 
of a hiuse, for instance, you 
drrange the cards so that the 
houses ‘are all right side up. 

These preparations completed, 
vou put the cards away or leave 
them casually ona table and 
pick them up when you are ready 
to kpring the (trick, As you 
shuffle them you say, ['m going 
to ask one of you. to choose au 
evard and rl try to pick it out 
of the pac 

Now spread the cards out 
fanwise in your hand—backs up, 
of vourse — and permit your 
victim to select any card he likes, 
He pieks out of the pack, 
shows its face ,to the other 
guests. While he does this you 
are making the pack compact 
ayain, with even edges und no- 
body notices that you have turn- 
ed the pack completely around in 
your hand, 

In other words, if the house 
design was right side up to be- 
sin with, it is now upside down, 

And when, at your invitation, 
the chosen card is inserted back 
in the pack by the one who pick- 
ed it, the design will point the 
opposite way from all the other 
ecards in the. pack, No amount 
of shutting will change this,
